Ditrate of soda, acil ph< sphate 
and muriate of poUai. which 
contain nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash respectively. 
He showed that plants, like ani 
mala, require a properly balan¬ 
ced food in order to thrive best. 
It is necessary, therefore, for 
the farmers to consider carefully 
the composition of their fertili¬ 
zers. 

Mr. McNair drew attention to 
the fact that the average fertili¬ 
ser is deficient in potash, con¬ 
taining usually not over 2 per 
cent of this ingredient, whereas 
on an average they should con¬ 
tain not less than 6 per cent ol 
act lal potash, and otten much 
more. 

Where brands of the proper 
compositloL can not be obtained 
farmers often find it profitable

• to add nitrogen. Every farmer. 
1 therefore, would do well to grow 
clover or peas in his rotation.
